THE FRENCH COMMERCIAL. f 


MISSION, 
INTERESTING REPORT. 

“A copy of tho report of the French Com- 
mereial Mission to China bas just been 
received by tho Blackbarn,” Chamber of 
Commerce. -The director of the expedition, 
M. Henri Lirenier, states, that nearly a |’ 
hundred separate reports‘had been propared 
upon Rpecial subjects of interest, some af 
which had been counnunieated’ to those 
Nimmediately concerned, whils others had 
been placed at the disposal of the Govern. 
ment. The necessity for discretion in 
dealing with these inatters waa urged, 
because the ‘Blackburn Chamber of Com- 
merce had resolved in the most formal 
mannor not to make official publication, 
Frenchmen should not forget t..at charity 
begins at home, and that outsiders ~the 
English ospecially—prdfited by the French 
inquiry of 1843. Now that French onter- 
prisu has awakened from her stumbers, sho 
first considers sound policy, and not 
henevolent principles! de 

The mission returned full of confidence 
in the development of which the French 
Indo-Chinese Empire is capshlo from an 
agricultural puint of view. Tong-King, 
Annam, Cambodia, and even Cochin-Chinu 
have a very great future if the Government 
attends to the work of irrigation, which has 
beon almost untouched during the twelve 
years of French occupation. How to get 
into the leart uf China. itself is discussed 
at great length, Threo great waterways 
are availablo—by the rivers Irrawaddy, the 
Si-Kiang, and the Song-Ka, which the 
French called the- Red River, and tho 
last namted is considbred to be the most
